Each year finds the enrollment at St. Josephs increasing, as 
a greater number of students realize the advantage of attend- 
ing a small college in preference to a large university.

St. Joe Athl etic s 
Get New Look 
This Seaton

There’s a new look in many 
things this year at St. Joe and. one 
of those things is the athletic de-' 
partment. Since the coming of 
Coach Bob Jauron in the spring of 
this year, many thousands of dol- 
lars have been spent m - assuring 5 
St. Joe of one of the best equipped 
physical development programs in 
the state. Not only have such things 
a# athletic equipment been added, 
but also innumerous improvements 
have been made to the fieldhouse 
and the football field. This is con- 
sistent with the policy of the school 
to provide a better St. Joe through 
an extensive building program. 

One of the main improvements 
has been in regard to the coaching 
staff, where, besides the addition 
of Mr' Jauron, Mr. Virgil Robbins 
has been taken on as track coach 
and assistant football coach. The 
football scouting has been improved 
so that as a result two separate 
games may be scouted on the same 
day. • 

On the material _side a great 

many improvements have been 
made to the football field, the 
stands have been reconditioned and 
improved. Through the efforts of 
the Student Council Athletic com- 
mittee headed by the ever zealous 
John Quinn, a free football score- 
board was obtained from the Coca- 
Cola Bottling Company. Future 
plans also see the same type of 
scoreboard for the baseball field, 
this spring. 

Besides the above mentioned 
items a new public address system 
was added together with 2 new 
loudspeakers. Also a high tower 
now stands in back of the home 
stands in order that movies may be 
taken of all the games. For con- 
venience of the spectators and the 
elimination of confusion, the ticket 
booths have been moved to a spot 
within a few feet of the stands. 

An investigation is being con- 
ducted as to the possibilities of hav- 
ing a fence which would completely 
surround the field. It is hoped that 
this will be obtained for ^next sea- 
son. , 

Other improvements out of doors, - 
include the outside lights which : 
have been added for night practice. 

Not on the outside alone have J 
improvements been made. Within ’ 
the fieldhouse itself several changes 
have come about. The interior walls : 
have been painted a dark red and : 
grey. The floors have also been : 
completely refinished. Also the up- 
per portion of the wall in back of ] 
the intramural court has been 
paneled. 1 

In the south dressing room most ; 
of the lockers have been removed j 
and have been replaced with racks j 
and hangers designed for the ex- 
pressed purpose of accommodating j 
football equipment. In the line of 
this equipment 40 new dress uni- j 
forms have been purchased. Besides A 
these, new shoes, helmets, practice ( 
pants, hip and shoulder pads, foot- 
balls, and just in case, a stretcher, - 
have been obtained for the whole 
team.
